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Town Warrant 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the 
County of Worcester, Greetings: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Millbury 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to meet at their respec- 
tive voting places to wit; Precinct No. 1 at the Town Hall; Precinct 
No. 2 at the Burbank Street School at Bramanville; Precinct No. 3 at 
the Memorial High School; Precinct No. 4 at the Dorothy Manor 
School; and Precinct No. 5 at the East Millbury School, on Saturday, 
the eleventh day of March, next, at eight o’clock in the forenoon, to 
elect the following officers, to wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector of 
Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, One High- 
way Surveyor, all for the term of one year; One Selectman, One As- 
sessor, One Member of the Board of Health, Two Members of the 
School Committee, One Trustee Public Library, One Cemetery Com- 
missioner, Two Members of the Board of Public Welfare, all for the 
term of three years; One Member of the Millbury Housing Authority 
and One Member of the Planning Board all for a term of five years. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing and to meet on March 4, 1961 at 2:00 p.m. in the High 
School Auditorium in said Millbury, to act on the following articles, 
to wit: 


ARTICLE 3. To hear the reports of several Town Officers and 
Committees and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town Charges for the year ensuing, in- 
cluding sums for the lighting of Streets, the salaries of town officials, 
the maintenance of the Town Library, the observance of Memorial 
and Armistice Days, Care and improvement of cemeteries, care of 
clocks, care of fire alarm, the use of the Tree Warden, the use of De- 
partment of Veterans’ Services, use of Emergency Dispatcher, salaries 
of Fire and Police Departments, Retirement Pensions, or take any 
action thereon. 

ARTICLE 5. To choose any Committee or Committees that may 
be thought necessary. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what action the Town will take regarding: 
the hiring of six or more policemen to patrol our streets and to raise 
and appropriate money for the same, or take any action thereon. 
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ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town. 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year begin- 
ning, January 1, 1961 and to issue a note or notes therefore, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period for less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell, after first giving notice of the time and place of sale by 
posting such notice of sale in some convenient and public place in the 
Town, fourteen days at least before the sale, property taken by the 
Town under Tax Title Procedure provided the Selectmen, or whomso- 
ever they may authorize to hold such public auction may reject any 
bid which they deem inadequate, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to provide for extraordinary or unforseen ex- 
penditures under the provisions of Chapter 40, Section 6, of the Gen- 
eral Laws of Massachusetts, to be known as the Reserve Fund, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, for the 
general municipal purposes under authority of, and in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 49 of the Acts of 1933, and amend- 
ments thereto or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be used by the Selectmen to settle claims 
for personal property damage or incidental personal injury claims 
that may be brought against the Town, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by the Treasurer for filing fees 
and the necessary expenses of foreclosing certain Tax Titles now held 
by the Town, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will assume liability in the 
manner provided by Section 29 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws, 
as amended by Chapter 5 of the Acts of 1955, for all damages that 
may be incurred by work to be performed by the Department of Public 
Works of Massachusetts for the improvements, development, mainte- 
nance and protection of the Blackstone River and its tributaries in 
the Town of Millbury, in accordance with Section 11 of Chapter 91 
of our General Laws, and authorize the Selectmen to execute and 
deliver a bond of indemnity therefor to the commonwealth, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by a committee of five citizens, 
to be appointed by the Moderator, for Christmas decorations for the 
Center of the Town or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to provide one police officer for traffic duty at 
all Sunday masses of St. Brigid’s Church and Our Lady of Lourdes 
Church at East Millbury or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to replace damaged and destroyed street signs 
and to erect new signs in the Town or take any action thereon.

ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available funds in the Town Treasury a sum 
of money to be expended in conjunction with any money which may 
be allotted by the State or County, or both, under the provisions of 
Chapter 90 of our General Laws to continue the reconstruction of 
West Main Street or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to rezone as “In- 
dustrial” the property presently zoned “Residential” located in Zone 
8, northerly of Route 122, as shown on Zoning By-law Map, said 
property being bounded and described as follows: Southerly by Route 
122, known as the Grafton Road; Westerly and Northerly by the Mill- 
bury Branch of the Boston & Albany Railroad and by the main line of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad; and Easterly by the Millbury-Grafton 
Town Line and by land of the New England Power Company, con- 
taining approximately 33.6 acres, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to establish a central 
gasoline supply station for the use of all Town-owned vehicles, to be 
located at the Town Barn on River Street and to be under the super- 
vision and control of the Highway Surveyor, and raise and appro- 
priate the sum of to defray the cost thereof, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to lease Blanchard 
Hall to Devoe-Taylor Post No. 9, Department of Massachusetts, Amer- 
ican Legion, for the period of Five (5) years, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install a sink in the kitchen of Blanchard 
Hall or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install additional partitions in the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare quarters, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to purchase a machine and equipment for the 
purpose of marking street lines and safety zones or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to change and replace crystals in all radio 
equipment contained in all town radio-equipped vehicles, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Federal Communications Commission, or 
take any action thereon. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the ap- 
pointment of six or more adult school crossing guards, and a school 
patrol officer to have full supervision over such guards, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1500.00 for the salary of said guards and 
the sum of $300.00 for the salary and expenses of the school patrol 
officer, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,575.00 for the purchase of a sidewalk tractor 
plow to be used by the Highway Department or take any action 
thereon. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to redeck the bridge over the Blackstone River 
on Cross Street or take any action thereon. 
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ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Moder- 
ator to appoint a committee of five (5) citizens of the Town to make a 
study of finishing the second floor of the Central Fire Headquarters 
Building on Elm Street, and the sum of five hundred ($500.00) be 
raised and appropriated for the expenses of the committee, and this 
committee to report their findings and recommendations at the next 
Annual Town Meeting or take any action thereon.

Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The Board of Selectmen presents its report and the re- 
ports of the various Town Officers for the year ending 
December 31, 1960. 


Once again we feel it is most fitting and proper to thank 
the following committees for the good work they have done 
throughout the year: The Common Committee: Chairman 
Ernest Tarbox, Mrs. Dorothy Kennedy, Roy Army, Leodore 
Tebo, Jr., and Victor Boufford. The Christmas Decorating 
Committee: Chairman Harold Freeman, Marcellus Wissell, 
Wilma Ela, Ray Chevalier and George Stimpson. The Board 
of Appeals: Chairman Charles Monigle, Benjamin Hoyt, 
Joseph Gagliardi, Wilfred Dufour, William Vigeant, Ken- 
neth Gould and Ernest Platts. The Millbury Housing Au- 
thority: Chairman Winfield Scott, Raymond Whittaker, 
Ernest Tarbox, Leonard Roberts, State Member Frank 
Kawolis and Executive Directors John M. Hamilton and 
Richard Kenary. All of these people devote many hours of 
unselfish work to our town and should be given great praise

We have received many favorable and complimentary re- 
marks from the Police and Fire Departments and from 
Town’s people pertaining to the new emergency dispatcher, 
Miss Phyllis Carney. Miss Carney has done a splendid job 
for the Police and Fire Departments by handling 3,161 calls. 
They are listed as follows: 


Calls relayed to cruiser 1,547 
Calls relayed to Chief’s car 198 
Calls to Fire Department 30 
Calls to Highway Department 4 
Calls from persons wanting information 522 
Persons refusing to give message 17 
Calls received from cruiser 662 
Calls received from Chief’s car 95 
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Calls relayed for Fire Department 78 
Calls from Highway Department 2 
Calls from Civil Defense Car 2 


This service has been of great benefit to the Police De- 
partment. Previously, one officer had to remain in the Police 
Station to answer all calls. Now with Miss Carney handling 
the calls, the officers are free to patrol in the Police cruiser. 


The new Municipal Parking Lot in the rear of the Town 
library with its entrances from Water and Elm Streets has 
proved very successful and has eliminated a very bad park- 
ing problem in the vicinity of the library, junior high school 
and Assumption Church. 


We have been advised by The Frank Morganroth As- 
sociates, who have just completed the Town sewerage sur- 
vey, the Town must acquire a site for the sewerage treat- 
ment plant before we can petition the Federal Government 
for a grant of money to help defray the cost of this installa- 
tion. The Bedrosian Farm located on Providence Street has 
been pinpointed as the best location for this plant. We have 
sponsored an article for the Annual Town Warrant to pur- 
chase or take this land by eminent domain. Before Town 
Meeting time we will have had the land and buildings ap- 
praised by a registered appraiser. If the figure we receive 
from him is close to the Bedrosian asking price, we will 
recommend buying the land; if not, then we will recom- 
mend taking the land by eminent domain. 


We would like to publicly acknowledge and commend the 
credit that one of our local athletes has brought to the 
Town by his outstanding action on the gridiron. James 
Rhodes, son of Mr. and Mrs. Everett Rhodes of East Mill- 
bury was Co-Captain of the Holy Cross Football Team. His 
teammates give him credit for the most successful season 
they enjoyed. 


The Town Reports were distributed last year by Cub Pack 
109 at no expense to the Town. We would like to use the 
means of this report to thank them for the splendid way in 
which they handled this assignment. 


We would like to inform the town’s people of Millbury 
that the Board of Selectmen meet every Wednesday Evening 
from 6:30 until all business at hand is transpired. Our doors 
are always open to any resident of the Town who would like 
to come in and discuss any problem at hand. 
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We feel that the Town of Millbury is making progress in 
becoming a better place in which to live. We would like to 
take this opportunity to express our appreciation to all town 
department heads for the part they have played in making 


1960 a successful year.

Veteran’s Service Department 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


As Veterans’ Agent and Director of Veterans’ Services I 
hereby submit my report of services rendered, financial aid 
granted, and financial reports for the year ending December 


dist, 1960. 


Numerous applications and claims have been processed 
through this office during the past year, and submitted to 
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‘the various agencies of Local, State and Federal Govern- 
ments. In excess of $116,000 in awards were received by our 
‘veterans and/or their dependents, on whose behalf claims 
‘were filed.—Of the awards which were made by the Vet- 
erans Administration for compensation and pension bene- 
fits, retroactive amounts received were in excess of $5,287, 
and the awards received in most cases will continue through 
1961 at an annual rate of $20,741.20.—In addition, non- 
service-connected pensions for veterans and/or dependents 
which were obtained in previous years and were processed 
again in 1960, have brought to those claimants approxi- 
mately $40,000 during the past year and will continue at 
that rate through 1961. 


Income received from many of these claims has a direct 
bearing on our local expenditures for Veterans’ Aid. In 
establishing a budget for recipients of Veterans’ Benefits, 
all income from pensions, compensation, or any other source, 
is deductible, thereby decreasing what otherwise would be 
granted locally. 


_ During the past year we had 15 veterans admitted to 
Veterans Administration hospitals for treatment. We also 
registered 56 men for the draft. 


I wish to call your attention to that section of Chapter 115 
of the General Laws, relative to the care of Veterans’ graves 
‘within the Town. It is now incumbent upon this office to in- 
sure that every Veteran’s grave in the Town is suitably kept 
and cared for. In order to do this, it is necessary that we 
have up-to-date charts and plot plans of all cemeteries. 
Many towns and cities have spent, or are spending consider- 
able sums of money to chart and make plot plans of their 
cemeteries. To do this in Millbury would have been a monu- 
mental task and an expensive one.—I have heretofore been 
reluctant to begin this project because of the costs involved. 
However, thanks to the family of the late Oscar Lachapelle, a 
former Selectman of the Town, charts and plot plans of the 
five Millbury cemeteries were turned over to the Town. These 
charts were prepared in 1942 by one J. W. Carey, and appar- 
ently were done at the request of the then Board of Selectmen. 
They appear to be quite accurate up through the year 1940, 
or 1941. Through the co-operation of the Town Clerk a search 
of the vital statistics was made and we have compiled a list 
of all veterans who have died since the year 1940. The list 
was subdivided and forwarded to the cemetery commis- 
sioners, custodian of the West Millbury Cemetery, and the 
Supt. of the St. Brigid’s Cemetery. They co-operated with us 
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by returning the list together with the information relative: 
to the lot numbers and location of the graves.—Since many 
changes have been made at the cemeteries since 1942, we: 
are now in the process of correcting the charts and locating 
lot numbers. This project will be completed during the year’ 
1961, and all charts and records will be accurately main-- 
tained from then on. 


Veterans’ Benefits: 


A total of 117 applications for Veterans’ Benefits were 
processed during the year. Of these applications, 100 cases. 
involving 204 people were aided on a temporary, or perman-- 
ent basis. 10 cases were referred to other cities or towns,. 
and 5 cases were rejected for reason of ineligibility, or in-- 
come in excess of our approved budgets. 


A total of $84,770.16 was expended for aid during the: 
year, and of that amount $17,799.14 will be returned to the: 
General Account through reimbursement. 


I wish to thank your board for your continued co-- 
operation.

The year 1960 in my opinion was a highly successful one 
as far as the Highway Department is concerned. By utilizing 
all of the Town’s Highway Equipment wherever possible, 
I have been able to cut the cost of hired equipment and thus 
I have been able to apply the monies appropriated directly 
to the streets. With more money being spent on road mate- 
rials I am sure that we can all look forward to better streets 
throughout the Town. 

Oiling 

The department had a very successful oiling program for 
the year 1960.

Chapter 90 Construction 


The Board of Selectmen voted to allow the Highway De- 
partment to continue the Chapter 90 Construction on West 
Main Street. $20,000.00 was available, the State share was 
$10,000.00, County share was $5,000.00 and the Town’s share 
$5,000.00. Because the plans and specifications were not re- 
ceived from the State until November it was decided to hold 
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up the project until Spring. At that time the 1961 allotment 
of $20,000.00 will be available and this will be a total of 
$40,000.00. 


Snow and Ice 


During the past year we have been hit by a number of 
severe storms some of them record breakers. All roads were 
plowed and sanded and large amounts of salt and calcium 
chloride were used throughout this operation. 


We have tried to give prompt service throughout the 
Town and want to thank everyone for their cooperation and 
consideration in dealing with these storms. Following all 
these storms all snow was removed from business areas in 
Town, in front of all churches and funeral parlors. 


It has been a privilege to compile this data for my second 
annual Town report. 


In closing I would like to thank the personnel in the High- 
way Department, and all the other Town Departments for 
their help that they have given me in the past year.

Report of Board of Health 


December 31, 1960 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Health presents its Annual report for the 
year 1960. 


There was an increase of one hundred seven in the num- 
ber of contagious diseases reported. Most of the increase 
occurred in two categories, mumps and measles. Ninety 
cases of mumps were reported, in contrast to four the pre- 
vious year. Seventy-three cases of measles, in contrast to 
five. Residents are reminded that it is their obligation to 
report infectious diseases to the Board of Health.

The Board received reports of twelve premature babies 
born during the year. 


Seventy-six pre-school children received Small pox vacci- 
nations at our Clinic. Also clinics were held for the immuni- 
zation against Diphtheria, Whooping-cough, Tetanus and 
Polio. 


There was one patient at Worcester County Sanatorium 
January 1st and two were admitted during the year. One 
was discharged leaving two patients as of December 31st. 
Several adults and children, residents of the Town, have 
gone to Worcester County Sanatorium for X-rays. 


Members of the Board attended a six-week Seminar on 
Administration offered by the Central Massachusetts Asso- 
ciated Boards of Health. The Seminar offered an opportu- 
nity for board members to become better acquainted with 
their legal or implied duties and responsibilities and the 
functions of local boards of health. 


Our Board is following with interest the survey being 
made for sewage disposal, as the greatest number of com- 
plaints received are for nuisances caused by inadequate 
sewerage.

Gentlemen: 


The report of the Millbury Housing Authority for the 
year 1960 is presented herewith: 


A new member, Leonard W. Roberts, was elected to the 
Authority at the annual town election in March. Officers 
of the Authority remained the same as in 1959. 
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With the completion of the Elderly Housing Project at 
Maple and Pear! Street, the Authority moved its office and 
equipment to the new project. All future meetings will be 
held at this location. The Authority wishes to express its 
appreciation to the Department of Veterans Services for 
making office space available during the past eleven years. 
The administrative staff of the Authority was increased 
with the addition of John M. Hamilton. Mr. Hamilton had 
been a member of the first housing board in 1949 and had 
been chairman of the board from 1950-1959. Mr. Hamilton 
will take over accounting duties of the Authority and will 
assist with other administrative work. 


200-1 Project—Veterans: 


This project has just completed its tenth year. The follow- 
ing contracts were awarded during 1960. The contract for 
heater maintenance was again awarded to the Howe Petro- 
leum Products. A contract for providing and installing 150 
combination storm windows was awarded to the Clinton 
Door and Window Co. Installation of windows will begin 
when this contract has been approved by the State Housing 
Board. Fluorescent lights were installed in 24 kitchens by 
Henry Greenwood for $302.80. 


Work anticipated in 1961 includes corrective work to the 
filter bed. This bed has been a chronic problem and ap- 
parently will remain so until there is a town sewerage 
system.

ANNUAL REPORT 


The Millbury Planning Board herewith submits its an- 
nual report for the year ending December 31, 1960. 


It has been an active year for this Board. We are happy 
to report that we approved approximately 85 applications 
for plans as well as 2 Sub-divisions within the Town with 
preliminary plans submitted for a third. We also issued a 
total of 105 zoning permits. We wish to thank our Town 
Engineer for his tremendous help in these ventures. 


In September of 1960 this Board was delegated by the 
Board of Selectmen to carry out the duty of issuing Zoning 
Permits. It was felt that this would aid in the execution of 
our other duties by the close tie-in of issuing these permits 
and studying the Zoning By-Law throughout the year. 


This Board attended various meetings of the Worcester 
Safety Council and was instrumental in obtaining for the 
Town of Millbury a Traffic Survey which was submitted to 
the Town by the Worcester Safety Council. This Board has 
also worked in cooperation with the Millbury Police De- 
partment in reviewing accident reports and submitting 
recommendations to strengthen the safety program within 
the Town. 


This Board has carefully reviewed the existing Zoning 
By-Law and it is our feeling that the time is soon coming 
when revisions in this Zoning By-Law will be needed for 
the healthy development of the Town. 


This past year has seen the realization of an idea to which 
this Board has given considerable thought. We have under- 
taken the task of supplying the Town of Millbury with a 
comprehensive Master Plan. Beginning last Spring, we have 
held a series of meetings. First, we met with a represen- 
tative of the Massachusetts Department of Commerce who 
gave us much information concerning the procedure to 
follow in setting up a comprehensive Master Plan, and 
also on the federal money available for aid in such under- 
takings. We next held several meetings with all the Depart- 
ment Heads and Boards in the Town who would be con- 
cerned with our proposed comprehensive Master Plan. We 
are most pleased to report that we met with approval, and 
gratefully accepted the support of each person attending 
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these meetings. Our next step was to interview and select 
one Planning Consultant firm from a list made available to 
us. After several of these interviews and after serious dis-- 
cussion, Economic Development Associates, Inc. of Boston. 
was selected to develop the proposed Master Plan for the 
Town of Millbury. 


It is the desire of this Board to hold a series of Public: 
Meetings throughout the Town to acquaint our citizens with 
the advantages of the proposed Master Plan, and to answer 
any questions regarding this Plan. It is hoped that we will 
receive the support of the Town’s people at our Annual 
Town Meeting when the approval of this Plan is requested.. 
It is our sincere belief that this comprehensive Master Plan 
will be of great value to the Town as it grows and develops. 
in the years to come.

who have assisted us during the past year.

Report of The School Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1960.

In order to comply with the Massachusetts State Legislature’s 
new law establishing the $4000 minimum salary, each teacher was 
granted a $200 increase, effective September 1, 1960. The third step 
in the three-step salary adjustment for Millbury teachers was also 
carried out, effective January 1, 1960. 

It is becoming a common practice for the legislature to establish 
minimum salaries for Massachusetts teachers. The School Committee 
feels that if the legislature is to prescribe rules and regulations with 
which towns must comply, then certainly state funds should be made 
available to aid towns in establishing and maintaining these schedules. 
A new bill is now before the legislature requesting a $4500 minimum 
salary. The committee feels that these new laws are going to make it 
more and more costly for the real estate taxpayers in all towns of 
the Commonwealth. 

Open House, an annual event in our schools, was held in Novem- 
ber and was well attended by interested parents. 

Much necessary new equipment, including desks for the Burbank 
School, was purchased during the year. Among the improvements 
made in our schools were the following: new fire alarm boxes installed 
at the Burbank and West Millbury Schools; new heating systems at 
Providence Street and West Millbury Schools; new sewerage filter 
beds at Dorothy Manor and West Millbury Schools; extensive masonry 
repairs to the front wall at the East Millbury School; boiler room 
ventilation, intake and exhaust, installed at the Junior High School; 
and safety switches installed in the industrial arts department at the 
Memorial High School. 

Various safety precautions are still being installed and carried 
out in all schools in accordance with the requirements as set forth by 
the Department of Public Safety. A complete list of maintenance 
projects and new equipment is included in the committee’s itemized 
report. 

The State has reimbursed the amount of $109,072.33 for the year 
1960. This amount is returned to the Town Treasurer, not to the 
School Department. 

We would like to congratulate Horace Mann students James 
Beauregard, Peter Broad and Elaine Wishneski. 

After forty-four years of faithful service to the Town of Millbury 
as teacher, principal and superintendent of our schools, Mr. William 
D. Shea retired to his West Millbury residence on August 15, 1960. 
It was with deepest regret that the committee accepted Mr. Shea’s re- 
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tirement notice. However, the committee is deeply appreciative of all 
the fine accomplishments that have taken place during Mr. Shea’s 
administration. We will all miss him. 

Mr. Stephen Beaton, Principal of Memorial High School for the 
past twenty-three years, was appointed Superintendent of Schools, 
effective August 15, 1960. The committee is looking forward to work- 
ing with our new superintendent in the maintaining and bettering of 
our Millbury School System. 

As stated in our previous reports, school operation is a tremen- 
dous operation. Successful operation could not be accomplished without 
the cooperation of the superintendent, principals, teachers, school de- 
partment workers, the various town departments, parents and towns- 
people. 

The committee thanks everyone for the generous cooperation 
given it during the past year; let’s continue to work together to give 
our children the best possible education.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my first annual report and the seventy-first 
in the series of reports of the Millbury school superintendents. 

The last few years have demonstrated only too clearly that we are 
living in a world of science—a much smaller world than the one in 
which our forefathers lived. A world growing smaller, with practically 
instantaneous communications everywhere, with jet travel today and 
supersonic travel tomorrow. In such a world the communists insist 
there can be no lasting place for two ideologies in bitter conflict. 

We now face the most severe test of our lives. The question is: How 
best shall we meet it? The inescapable answer or conclusion to this 
question is—and will be—the key to success or failure for each of 
these ideologies—Education, 

Perhaps the most noteworthy of all the studies made to improve 
education in the last two years was the history-making study of the 
American high school by Dr. James B. Conant, the results of which 
he published in January, 1959. This study called attention to many 
glaring inadequacies in the field of secondary education and has prac- 
tically become the secondary school’s educational bible. Dr. Conant in 
his publication particularly stressed the areas of mathematics, science, 
foreign language and guidance as needing immediate attention, and 
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the past two years have seen schools make big strides forward in these 
fields. In fact, his publication received so much favorable attention 
that he extended his study to cover the junior high school phase of 
American education. 

In the summer of 1960, Dr. Conant released his second report en- 
titled “Recommendations for Education in the Junior High School 
Years.”’ Here again we find him placing special emphasis on mathe- 
matics, foreign language and reading. 

Dr. Conant’s first three recommendations which deal with subject 
matter are as follows: 

“Recommendation 1: The following subjects should be required of 
all pupils in grades 7 and 8 (electives do not begin until grade 9): 
English (including heavy emphasis on reading skills and composition) , 
social studies (including emphasis on history and geography), math- 
ematics (arithmetic except as noted in Recommendation 2), and 
science. In addition, all pupils should receive instruction in art, 
music, and physical education. All girls should receive instruction 
in home economics and all boys instruction in industrial arts. 


“Recommendation 2: A small fraction of pupils should start algebra 
(or one of the new brands of mathematics) in grade 8. Some, if not 
all, pupils should start the study of a modern language on a conversa- 
tional basis with a bilingual teacher in grade 7. 

“Recommendation 3: Instruction in the basic skills begun in the 
elementary school should be continued as long as pupils can gain 
from the instruction. This statement applies particularly to reading 
and arithmetic. 

Pupils with average ability should read at or above grade level; 
superior pupils considerably above grade level. By the end of grade 
9 even the poorest readers (except the mentally retarded) should read 
at least at the sixth-grade level.” 

Still another independent study which has done a great deal for the 
betterment of education is the one established in 1951 by the Ford 
Foundation called “The Fund for the Advancement of Education.” 
This fund is primarily for the enlarging of the opportunities avail- 
able to superior students. It has done much towards encouraging the 
excellent and for bringing better articulation between our schools and 
colleges. It has provided good evidence that carefully selected students. 
who are given the opportunity to move into college more quickly will 
not be injured by that experience either academically or socially. This. 
method of advancing a pupil is far superior to that of having him. 
“skip” grades and thus arrive in college socially immature. 

I would therefore repeat what Neil McElroy says in his ‘Education 
—Our Ultimate Weapon,” “We are in a great, long-range struggle to. 
determine whether our free society shall survive. In this struggle, the: 
basic source of our strength lies in the education of our people. We 
must provide not only more education for more children; we must be 
sure to identify early and guide the special talents of each child, so 
that each may make the most of his or her abilities, whatever these 
may be, both for individual achievement and the progress of our 
society. The responsibility for advancing and improving our educa- 
tional system falls heavily upon those who administer it; but it also 
falls upon every citizen.” 

What has been and is being done in Millbury to meet these new 
ideas and philosophies in education? We, in Millbury, have dedicated 
ourselves to the belief that every child is entitled to an education and 
consequently should be educated. 
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On March 5, 1960 the New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools completed its evaluation of the Millbury Memorial 
High School, in which we are proud to say that we have made a fine 
showing. As in every evaluation made, there are definite recommenda- 
tions made by the committee which must be met within a five-year 
period. We have worked on these recommendations and at present 
better than sixty percent of them have been taken care of or are in 
the process of being completed, and we now meet most of the qualifica- 
tions for a comprehensive high school as suggested by Dr. Conant in 
his book “The American High School Today.” The following letters 
were received from Mr. Clarence I. Chatto, Director of the Evalua- 
tion Program of the New England Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools:

I am happy to inform you that the standing committee on public 
secondary schools at a meeting on May 38, 1960 voted to recommend 
Millbury High School for continuing membership in the New England 
Association on the basis of its self-evaluation and the report of the 
visiting committee. A summary of the report was presented to the 
members of the standing committee. Final action on the recommenda- 
tion will be taken by the Association at the annual meeting in De- 
cember, 1960. The recommendations of the standing committee are 
usually favorable. 

I hope that you found the experience of evaluation an interesting 
and profitable one and that it will help you to work toward the goal 
for which all of us are seeking, the continual improvement of secondary 
education in New England.

The standing committee urges that the most important recom- 
mendations in the report be accomplished as far as possible during 
the next five years. Reports of progress will be asked for at the end 
of two years and again at the end of five years.

Some of the curriculum changes have been as follows: The hiring 
of a full-time music instructor, which I might add has made a distinct 
improvement in this department; Second year algebra, trigonometry, 
solid geometry, physics and chemistry offered each year instead of 
every other year; and Language laboratory equipment for French and 
Spanish. In addition the following plans to be incorporated into next 
year’s curriculum have been made: To make biology into a major 
science by adding additional laboratory periods to the regularly 
scheduled five class periods in the more advanced classes; To add a 
‘course in business training to the commercial department. These are 
‘only a few of the changes completed or contemplated in the high 
school phase of our education and do not take into consideration the 
numerous physical changes already made or which are about to be 
completed. 


The advent of the new junior high school will bring about a new 
educational set-up for Millbury. We will no longer have the 8-4 ar- 
rangement, but will adopt the 6-3-3 system recommended and used by 
most towns and cities comparable to or larger than ours. At present 
a committee composed of the high school principal, Mr. Shaw; the 
junior high school principal, Mr. O’Mara; the high school guidance 
director, Miss Grogan; and the two high school assistant principals, 
Mr. Roach and Mr. Chadwick, is working on a new curriculum for the 
new junior high school which will house grades 7, 8, 9. This new 
curriculum will encompass such changes as: mathematics of a higher 
form than arithmetic for the more advanced students in the eighth 
grade; a modern language for these same pupils beginning with the 
seventh grade; physical education for all junior high school pupils; 
domestic science for all girls and industrial arts for all boys. These 
changes, together with the subjects already taught, will meet the 
recommendations as suggested by Dr. Conant in his new book, “Educa- 
tion in the Junior High School Years.” 


In the elementary grades 1-6 we have the courses of study ad- 
vanced by the State Department of Education to follow. However, we 
are making plans for committees to be formed at each grade level 
in order to bring about a uniformity of materials and teaching at the 
same grade level in our various schools and a better articulation 
between our first six grades. 


I would like to finish this description of what has been done and 
what is being planned educationally in Millbury with this reminder, 
a town gets just what it wants and that for which it is willing to 
work and pay, or as Dr. Conant states, “In every case, the overriding 
consideration appeared to be the nature of the community and the 
educational expectations of the parents.”

Report of Mr. Raymond E. Shaw 


High School Principal 


In May of 1959, the administration and faculty of the Millbury 
Memorial High School began preparation for a self-evaluation to de- 
termine just how effectively we were meeting the requirements and 
needs of our students and carrying out our responsibilities in the com- 
munity. Our judgment was based on the Evaluative Criteria set up 
by the Cooperative Study of Secondary School Standards. This task 
was completed in January of 1960; and on March 2, 38, and 4, 1960, 
a Visiting Committee sent by the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools visited our school and completed the evalua- 
tion. We were rated in the following areas: School Plant, School Staff 
and Administration, Course of Studies, Pupil Activity Program, Guid- 
ance Service, Library Services, and Subject Areas. On May 10, 1960, 
we received notice from Clarence I. Chatto, Evaluation Program Di- 
rector, that the Standing Committee on Public Secondary Schools at 
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a meeting on May 3, 1960, voted to recommend Millbury High School 
for continuing membership in the New England Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools on the basis of its self-evaluation and the 
report of the Visiting Committee. The Standing Committee urges that 
the recommendations in the report be accomplished as far as possible 
during the next five years. Reports of progress will be asked for at the 
end of two years and again at the end of five years. We were con- 
gratulated on a job well done. 

The enrollment in the Millbury Memorial High School at the be- 
ginning of this year was 521, which was an increase of twenty-eight 
over the previous year’s enrollment. This means that we have reached 
our capacity as predicted in the principal’s report in 1958. We are 
fortunate in that a new twenty room junior high school is now under 
construction with the expectation that it will be ready for occupancy 
in September, 1961. This means that our present system will be 
changed to a three-year junior and three-year senior high school. This 
seems to be the most popular educational arrangement and is the type 
recommended by Dr. James B. Conant in his ‘‘Recommendations for 
Education in the Junior High School Years.” Curriculum adjustment 
and a teacher survey are now in progress to meet this arrangement. 

There were three changes and two additions to the high school 
faculty this year. Mr. Beaton was appointed superintendent of the 
Millbury School System and Mr. Raymond Shaw was appointed 
principal of the Millbury Memorial High School to fill that vacancy. 
Mr. Martin J. Roach was appointed as an assistant principal, a posi- 
tion formerly held by Mr. Shaw. The position of coach of baseball, 
formerly held by Mr. Roach, was filled by Mr. Hudson Matson. Mr. 
John A. Chadwick, a graduate of Colby College, was appointed as li- 
brarian and assistant in guidance, a recommendation of the Visiting 
Evaluating Committee. He will also serve as an assistant principal 
and as a mathematics instructor. Miss Diane Berthiaume, a graduate 
of Worcester State College, was appointed to teach Problems of De- 
mocracy, formerly taught by Mr. Shaw. She also teaches one class in 
English and one in General Science. We welcome Miss Berthiaume and 
Mr. Chadwick and hope that their association with us will be happy 
and successful. 

The prizes and scholarships annually awarded to the member's of the 
graduating class were as follows: Miss Nancy Jean Hamilton received 
the D.A.R. Good Citizen Certificate for outstanding characteristics of 
good citizenship; Miss Jean White received the first prize of one hun- 
dred dollars in the New England High Carbon Wire Essay Awards, 
Miss Johanna LaBreck received the second prize of fifty dollars, and 
Miss Carol Healey received the third prize of twenty-five dollars. The 
scholarship awards were the following: Richard Kendrick was pve- 
sented the two hundred dollar Millbury Woman’s Club Scholarship by 
Mrs. William G. Holmes, association president; Richard Kendrick was 
presented the Millbury Credit Union Scholarship of one hundred 
dollars by Reverend Mont Thornburg, director and vice president; 
Miss Joy Gustafson was presented the American Legion Auxiliary 
Scholarship of one hundred dollars by Mrs. Wilfred Dufour; Miss 
Catherine Zimatravich and Frank Gagliardi were presented the Mill- 
bury Memorial High School Faculty Scholarships of one hundred 
dollars each by Mrs. Stephen Beaton, principal; Frank Gagliardi was 
presented the Millbury Memorial High School Student Body Scholar- 
ship of one hundred dollars by Mr. Victor Morano, Student Council 
adviser. 

On Wednesday evening, March 16, 1960, the Siillbury Memorial 
High School held its annual Science Tair under the supervision Jf 
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Miss Joan Shea and Mr. Richard Kenary of the school’s science de- 
partment. The following awards were made: First prize went to 
Evelyn Green for her project on “Diabetes”; the second prize was 
presented to Jan Moren and Wilfred Dufour for their robot, “Mr, T. 
N. Kanz.” Honorable mention awards were made to the following: 
James Kallstrom and Richard Nadolink, for their project, “Crystallo- 
graphy”; William Zetterlund, for his exhibit, “Millbury’s Common 
Trees,” and to Miss Bonnie Merrill for her work “The Effect of Ultra 
Violet Light on Minerals.” Judges for the event were Mr. Harry 
Stevens, former principal of Grafton High School, and Mr. Philip 
Purrington, both of Grafton. That this Science Fair is gaining in 
popularity is shown by the increased attendance of parents and pupils 
and the interest shown in the exhibits. We offer our congratulations to 
Miss Shea, Mr. Kenary, and to all the participants; and we thank 
the Worcester Kiwanis Club for its sponsorship. 


Bruce Owen gained distinction for himself and the school when he 
qualified as a semifinalist in the National Merit Scholarship Qualify- 
ing Test last spring. David Broad and William Zetterlund, present 
seniors, were cited for outstanding performance in this same test and 
both received a formal “Letter of Commendation” from the National 
Merit Scholarship Corporation. To all of them, we extend sincere con- 
gratulations. 


For the sixth consecutive year the Reflector was awarded “First 
Place” rating in the 36th annual contest sponsored by the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association. The Reflector also received the “Highest” 
award in its class at the annual Boston University (formerly New 
Iingland) Scholarship Press Association held on October 28 and 29. 
This was the fourth consecutive year the Reflector has been so hon- 
ored. Also for the fourth straight year a Reflector editor has gained 
the finals in the $2300.00 scholarship contest and for the second 
straight year has had the distinction of winning this coveted award. 
Miss Elaine Wishneski, assitant editor, competed in the essay contest 
against scholastic editors from all over New England and merited a 
finalist berth and then went on to win the $2300.00 scholarship to Bos- 
ton University. In this respect she joined Miss Natalie Zykowski, 
assistant editor last year, who also won this $2300.00 scholarship to 
Boston University. It is a rare distinction for the same school to ac- 
complish this outstanding award two years in succession. We offer 
Miss Wishneski and Miss Zykowski our sincere congratulations. To 
Mr. Hamilton, Miss Marlborough, Miss Pronski, and the Refcctor 
staff, we extend heartiest congratulations for this continued success 
and excellence of performance.

Report of Mr. Arthur J. O'Mara 
Junior High School and Center School Principal 


Each year the enrollment of the Millbury Junior High School has 
been increasing. In September of this year, the enrollment was 342 
pupils. This is the largest number of pupils that has ever been in at- 
tendance in the school. With the opening of the new junior high school 
in September 1961, the crowded conditions, which now exist, will be 
eliminated. 

On February 20, 1960, Richard Knapik participated in the Science 
Count Down as the alternate representative from Worcester County. 
This is a program conducted jointly each year by the Lowell Techno- 
logical Institute and WBZ-TYV. Richard was one of five chosen from 
approximately five thousand eighth graders from Worcester County as 
the result of a competitive test. 

In April, the spelling contest, which is held each year for all pupils 
of the seventh grade, was conducted by Miss Pauline Lambert. Cather- 
ine Mason was the winner of the contest. This contest is a means of 
creating a keener interest and desire among the pupils for a greater 
proficiency in spelling. The winner’s name is inscribed on a loving cup 
which is on display in the Junior High School building. 

The Junior High School Glee Club, whose membership is composed of 
pupils of grade eight, presented the operetta ‘‘Ask the Professor,” at 
the Memorial High School Auditorium on May 6, 1960, under the di- 
rection of Miss Katherine Bowe, Director of Music. Pupils from the 
art classes and the industrial arts classes prepared the background 
and scenery under the direction of Miss Florence Scarpaci and Mr. 
Daniel Carmody. 

The annual class trip to Boston for the eighth-grade graduating class 
was conducted in June. From an educational standpoint, the trip is of 
tremendous value to the pupils. The itinerary included visits to Old 
North Church, Old Ironsides, Bunker Hill, the Science Museum, and 
points of historical interest in Lexington and Concord. 


The Junior High School graduating class in June numbered 141 
pupils. They received their diplomas at exercises held in the Millbury 
Town Hall. 
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The annual Parents Night was held in the elementary schools on 
November 9, 1960. The ever-increasing interest of the parents as in- 
dicated by the large attendance was gratifying to the school personnel. 

The instrumental music instruction program was revised this year. 
There are approximately sixty pupils from grades 5 through 8 who 
are receiving instruction on various band instruments with Mr, Salva- 
tore Paratore as instructor. 

The Junior High School basketball and baseball teams enjoyed suc- 
cessful seasons as evidenced by the games won and the number of 
pupils participating in these sports. Both teams were coached by Mr. 
James D,. O’Leary. 

At the opening of school in September, there were 286 pupils en- 
rolled in the Center School. . 


We were fortunate in having only one change in the faculties of the 
Junior High School and the Center School. Miss Jane Shea, teacher of 
Grade 6 in the Center School, resigned to accept a position in the Wor- 
cester School Department. We welcome Miss Joan Power, a graduate 
of Emmanuel College, as the new member of our faculty. We wish her 
success in her new position. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the administration, the 
parents, and the teachers for their kind cooperation during the school 
year. 


Report of Miss Mary Grogan 
Guidance Counselor 


Guidance, if it is practical, should at times involve parents as well 
as students. For this reason weekly meetings are held for four weeks 
in the spring in order that parents may come to discuss the cap- 
abilities, the educational plans and the program of studies of their 
own children. Each year finds more and more parents availing them- 
selves of this opportunity. This year each week’s session, planned for 
two hours, was more than three hours in length in order that all the 
parents present might have an opportunity to talk with the guidance 
director or the principal. Such response from parents was most grati- 
fying; their patience, cooperation and interest were beyond measure. 


The testing program during this year has included the Iowa Test of 
Educational Development and the Science Research Test of Educa- 
tional Ability for juniors in early September; this program is the 
same program offered for juniors in previous years. The freshmen 
were included in a testing program for grades six through nine in a 
pilot project conducted by Science Research Associates. Participation 
in this project seemed most timely because of the approaching new 
junior-senior high school program. The results from the sixth grade 
should be extremely helpful in setting up the program for pupils en- 
tering the seventh grade. Results for the ninth grade should help in 
planning programs for students who will be entering the tenth grade 
in the senior high school. 


In March twenty-eight juniors took the National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test. Eighteen students scored at the ninetieth percentile 
or higher. Eighteen sophomores took the National Educational De- 
velopment test; this test is a forerunner of the Merit Scholarship test. 
In October twenty juniors and seniors took the Preliminary Scholastic 
Aptitude Test. These testing programs were administered on Saturday 
morning and did not interfere with students’ classwork. Thus they 
afforded a realistic approach to the senior year College Entrance Ex- 
amination Board tests which are always given on Saturday. 
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During the year a follow-up of the graduates in June, 1959, was 
conducted. It was a check on whether graduates had entered the 
schools or jobs which they anticipated; it revealed that the majority 
were doing the things they planned. This interesting and worthwhile 
study merited commendation from the evaluating committee with the 
recommendation that similar follow-up studies be done at intervals. 


This fall freshman groups were organized. Each group meets once 
a week with the guidance director. Students received information 
which should help them to adjust to the demands of the senior high 
school, to develop better study habits and to improve their reading 
skills. The emphasis is particularly on reading. Mimeographed ma- 
terials are distributed to the students and classroom exercises are 
provided that students may gain experience in developing reading 
ability. It can only be hoped that students have the ambition to apply 
the methods taught. It needs to be understood that improvement in 
reading can not be attained immediately. Constant and consistent use 
of suggested plans must be made if pleasing results are to be obtained. 
This program should implement the SRA reading development pro- 
gram which has been in use for two years in the English classes. 


The guidance department is rendering more service each year. More 
and more students, of their own accord, are seeking the assistance of 
the guidance director. Graduates also return for assistance or for re- 
ferral to agencies which may serve them. Parents need to realize that 
all problems cannot be solved at the meetings mentioned above. Prob- 
lems concerning attendance, discipline, achievement and adjustment 
exist throughout the year and they exert an extreme influence on the 
life, accomplishments and aspirations of any student. If such problems 
arise, they should be discussed immediately. Prompt action should pre- 
vent the situation from becoming worse and corrective treatment may 
be started immediately. Parents are invited once again to telephone the 
guidance office to discuss any problem concerning their children. Ap- 
pointment for an interview will be arranged whenever an interview 
seems necessary. 


Report of Miss Ann D. Harrington 
Supervisor of Physical Education—Girls 


The United States currently is vitally concerned with the physical 
fitness of our youth. Physical Fitness Tests have been administered to 
the students, and a program to improve the general fitness standards 
has been instituted. Improvement has been indicated by the tests ad- 
ministered in the latter part of the year. 


It is the objective of the Girls Physical Education Department to 
provide a well-rounded physical education program, using every avail- 
able facility. This program in the high school is extended to all girls, 
two periods per week, with the hope of achieving the objective of a 
total physical education program, These objectives are: 

. To develop physical fitness 

. To increase skill and accuracy 

. To improve social behavior 

. To create good attitudes and appreciation 
. To increase knowledge 

To improve use of leisure time. 

These objectives are accomplished through regular gym classes, 
intra-mural sports, and inter-scholastic sports. 

The regular gym classes offer team sports (basketball, softball, 
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etc.) ; individual sports (tennis and archery); gymnastics and tum- 
bling; physical fitness exercises; and dancing. 

The intra-mural program is flexible so that the activities offered re- 
flect the interest of the participants. Last year the activities included 
field hockey, soccer, basketball, and volley ball. These may change from 
year to year so that all students may have an opportunity to partici- 
pate in an activity that they enjoy. 

There are always students who have a greater degree of skill in 
sports that desire keener competition, and a program of inter- 
scholastic sports in field hockey, basketball, and softball is offered these 
students. This program not only offers these girls a chance to compete, 
but also a chance to represent their school, their town, and themselves 
at other schools. Your teams have conducted themselves in a manner 
that should make the school, the town, and the coach proud. 


Report of Mr. Hudson L. Matson 
Supervisor of Physical Education—Boys 


In our program of physica] education we encourage the student to 
maintain a balance between team and individual sports in his selec- 
tions. Both have a great deal of value in the completion of what we 
term a well rounded program. The individual sports enable one to 
participate using just his own ability and strength. The team sports 
assist the student in making new friends, learning to cooperate with 
other individuals and identifying themselves as part of the group. 
Through a series of tests and close observation of each student we are 
able to improve their bodies physically as well as mentally. 


Our school year is divided into three seasons. Each season is sub- 
divided into several units. In the fall our program consists of football, 
soccer, speed ball, basketball and tumbling. Our winter term consists 
of mostly gymnastics, wrestling, volleyball, badminton and table ten- 
nis. In the spring the student participates in wrestling, track, softball, 
tennis and several individual sports. 

The learning of sports and gaining of proficiency is carried on 
further in our intramural program. This is a voluntary free-time pro- 
gram that offers competition between groups and an opportunity for 
the student to use the instructional knowledge learned in physical 
education, 


Report of Mrs. Jane Dakin 
Supervisor of Home Economics 


After fifty-two years of Home Economics Education in our schools 
it is rather significant that among other lessons learned in this period, 
is the one underscoring the need for continuing evaluation. No pro- 
gram can remain static and meet the needs of an ever-changing 
economic and social order. The evaluation of our school which took 
place during the year stressed the importance of this fact. 


The scope and sequence of our course attempts in the establishment 
of a worthwhile homemaking program and instills in all the enrollees, 
the development of proper skills, understandings and attitudes. Briefly 
stated, our aims are: Fostering the healthy growth and development 
of our bodies an minds; Providing an environment in the home satis- 
factory for family members with different interests and abilities; 
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Building diets which meet nutritional needs of family members; Deter- 
mining the food, clothing, house furnishings, equipment and services 
to buy with the resources available; and Maintaining satisfying rela- 
tions within the home. 

Specifically, 84 dishes were prepared during the year by the fresh- 
man girls, with 9 complete meals, and 78 garments constructed, in- 
cluding skirts, blouses, shorts and alterations. 

Special functions at which the classes assisted were: Refreshments 
served during Parents’ Night and Career Night; Holiday table center- 
pieces and decorations made; Refreshments at teachers’ meetings; 
Dinner planned, prepared and served for 18 members of Evaluating 
Committee. 

To help our pupils become more aware of the physical, mental, 
emotional and social needs of little children, and to assist them with 
baby sitting problems, a series of four lectures were arranged: 

1. Police Protection for Baby Sitters—Mr. Vulter, Chief of Police; 

2. Fire Prevention and Precautions—Mr. Swift, Fire Dept. mem- 
ber; 

3. Child Feeding and Care—Miss Callahan, School Nurse; 


4. Medical Aspects of Baby Sitting—Dr. Church, School Phy- 
sician. 


Report of Miss Rose B. Neri 
Teacher of Junior High School Sewing 


The clothing program in the school curriculum is planned to provide 
experiences that will develop attractive personalities. A knowledge of 
this specialized subject enables one to meet infinite demands of home 
and professional living. Girls are not readily aware of its broad applic- 
ability; therefore, the main objective in class is to create an active 
interest and to maintain this interest which will eventually become a 
natural habit in every girl’s pattern of living. A major factor for 
attracting interest is individual expression which is recognized in 
moderation as the course is commenced by learning the basic methods 
of construction. Seventh graders practice hand stitchery extensively 
to acquire efficiency in handling sewing equipment and achieve accur- 
acy in workmanship. Hand sewing is used for constructing a sewing 
kit composed of three articles. The latter part of the school year is 
devoted to a comprehensive study of the sewing machine through 
manual instruction; practical application is attained by making a 
small household article. 

Eighth grade pupils progress to more skillful machine stitching while 
making numerous seams and learning significant sewing techniques. 
The two projects required of eighth graders are an apron and a dress 
for which the commercial patterns are used. Pupils are given specific 
instruction on patterns; they are taught to follow directions, interpret 
symbols and altar standard measurements. Now, individuality is ex- 
pressed more freely; since every girl has an opportunity to select 
desired style, apply contrasting or harmonious color and adapt orna- 
mental trim. Our goal is to obtain professional looking garments 
through painstaking step-by-step construction—a procedure necessary 
in order to accomplish successful results. Those who strive for per- 
fection enjoy very gratifying rewards in the very many applications 
of this art. 
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Report of Mr. Wilmar H. Ela 
Supervisor of Industrial Arts 


In an ever changing society such as we have in the United States, it 
is necessary that the members of this society be trained to take their 
rightful place in it. In order to do this the many agencies of society 
must follow the trends so as to organize and help young people to 
perform their duty in a highly efficient manner. 


Industrial arts education is attempting to follow the trends and 
thereby participate in the molding of the work habits and skills of the 
young members of society. The purpose of industrial arts is to give 
these young people experiences that enable them to carry on success- 
fully a socially useful occupation. The trend considers industrial arts 
education an important phase of American education, a part of gen- 
eral education. The people in all stages of society are beginning to 
believe that industrial arts educations is meeting many of the needs 
that other forms of education have been missing. 


It is the purpose of our industrial arts classes in Millbury to teach 
beginning students the proper use of materials, equipment, hand tools, 
and machines. This purpose can be achieved in a creative atmosphere 
in the school shop. It is vitally important that along with these teach- 
ings, students be encouraged to develop creativeness. To require one 
design for a project without variances is to repress the student’s in- 
dividual differences and abilities. In these days of crowded classes, an 
instructor can assign a choice of one or two projects to a class, but he 
should encourage development in skill and design. Encouraging in- 
dividual creativeness in a variety of designs permits an adjustment to 
individual skill and ability. Some boys, being more physically de- 
veloped or experienced with tools and machines, will progress at a 
more rapid rate, These boys are encouraged to complete each step in 
accordance with perfect craftsmanship, but on their own level of 
ability. To require the slower student to continue the exercise of 
“square the ends” until there is no time left to complete the project 
is disastrous. Instructors eliminate these frustrating situations by at- 
tempting to have each student finish his project. More satisfaction is 
gained in industrial arts experiences if the student may take home his 
project. The projects contain the operations that are felt to be vital 
to the course, follow the modern trends of industry and are practical 
and attractive. 


he industrial arts classes are conducted in the following areas: 
Wood, metal, electricity, auto, radio, and related work with general 
trade mathematics, shop science and mechanical drawing. 


Report of Mr. Daniel C. Carmody 
Teacher of Woodworking 


Woodworking is offered to the boys of the fifth, sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades. This instructional shopwork provides experiences that 
help satisfy the purposes, needs and wants of today’s youth. Learning 
experiences in the general woodworking area assist boys to understand 
the industrial and technical aspects of life. 


The fifth and sixth grade boys are introduced to woodworking 
through the medium of a simple project. Through the project the pupil 
learns the proper use, the principle of operation and care and main- 
tenance of the basic woodworking tools. The student becomes ac- 
quainted with design, construction, and the methods of finishing during 
the process of completing the project. 
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The seventh and eighth grade pupils undertake more difficult projects. 
During this time the student uses all the hand tools along with the 
power machine. These include the jig saw, drill press, lathe, and 
grinders. The application of certain skills, procedures, and knowledge 
of the woodworking area determine the number of projects completed 
by a student. 


Report of Miss Katherine M. Bowe 
Supervisor of Music 


Today a basic foundation in music is considered vital for every 
student. Whether one is interested in singing, or being an intelligent 
listener, the mastery of the fundamentals of music is considered a 
minimum requirement for the genuine appreciation of the art. 


The vocal program in the elementary grades is planned to enable 
the children to enjoy music intelligently, through a gradual intro- 
duction of tune, time, rhythm, note-reading, sight-reading and 
interpretation. 

Grades one through six have a fifteen minute period every day. It is 
most gratifying, in checking the progress through the grades, to note 
gradual improvement from rote in the first grades to harmonious 
three-part singing in the sixth grades. 

The seventh and eighth grades have two periods of music each week, 
at which time enunciation, interpretation, and four-part music is 
Studied. Listening to various types and moods in music is as important 
as actual participation in the development of music education. 


In the junior high school, a Glee Club, consisting of students selected 
for ability and scholarship, rehearse one period a week. The Glee Club 
has successfully presented an Operetta each year in the high school 
auditorium. 


Report of Mr. Salvatore A. Paratore 
Director of Instrumental Music 


Music has been part of public school education as early as the Pil- 
grims in this country. Music of that time consisted of singing hymns 
which were also used in their religious services. Instrumental music, 
however, did not develop at that time because it was considered im- 
proper, immoral, and sacrilegious. It was not until the end of the 
eighteenth century, with the rise of such cities as New Orleans, 
Charleston, Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York, and Boston that con- 
ditions gradually changed. In the latter half of the nineteenth century, 
music, which was almost entirely vocal and limited principally to 
church usage, began to expand into immeasurable channels. It was not 
until the late eighteen hundreds that traces of instrumental music 
could be found in public school education. The first band was the Bos- 
ton Trade School Band in 1858 and was known as the Trade School 
Band of Boston Harbor. The class instruction movement, which orig- 
inated in England, was introduced in this country by Albert Mitchell, 
Music Supervisor of Boston, in 1911. In the Midwest, Manin and 
Giddings further developed the principles established by Mitchell, and 
these are the practices and principles now being used in the Public 
schools of Millbury. 


Instruction on all band instruments is now available to any student 
in grades five through twelve. The duration of these lessons are forty 
minutes which takes place during a student’s study period. To ac- 
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complish this scheduling a full-time instrumental music instructor has 
been added to the faculty, and his time is spent as follows: one day 
instrumental music instruction in the elementary school, one day and 
a half instrumental instruction in junior high school, one half day 
general music instruction in the high school, and one day instrumental 
instruction in the high school. The results of a full-time instrumental 
instructor are as follows: an increase from sixteen to seventy-two 
students enrolled in the instrumental music program, the high school 
band now numbers twenty-three members and rehearses two periods 
a week, the high school glee club rehearses two periods a week, and a 
course in general music, (history of music), has been added to the 
high school music program. 

The objectives set for the future include the growth of the high 
school band to a membership of fifty in the next three years; the con- 
tinuation of the instrumental music instruction in the grade school to 
maintain the membership of the high school band through a well- 
balanced feeder system; the expansion of the vocal music program in 
the junior and senior high school; and the purchase of the larger band 
instruments which will enable the high school band to develop into a 
fully instrumentated performing unit. 


Report of Miss Florence M. Scarpaci 
Supervisor of Art 


The basic curriculum elements of the art course of study include 
first, an introduction to the principles of art and color harmony and 
experiences wherein these principles are applied, and second, problems 
and projects which are creative expression in drawing, painting, 
modeling, and craftwork. These basic curriculum elements remain the 
same though we choose different types of experiences and projects for 
different groups so as to provide for pupils’ needs in the different 
schools and grades. 

Little children in the primary grades need experience with many 
materials. They need to become familiar with the properties and possi- 
bilities of certain materials, such as crayons, clay, scissors, sand, and 
cardboard. They should have plenty of opportunity for experimental 
contact with these materials. Not until after they have satisfied their 
desire to play with these materials, scribble with crayons, cut aim- 
lessly with scissors, are they ready to express their own ideas in con- 
crete form. This need should be satisfied in the first few weeks of 
school. The primary grades enjoy the large no-roll crayons, thus aiding 
in acquiring motor control and motor skills. 

By the time the pupils reach the second and third grade they are 
more anxious to improve their work. Consequently, they accept with 
interest a few short practice periods on the forms which they wish to 
draw better. 

Beginning approximately in the fourth grade, children’s interests 
and capacities for art and constructive work show marked changes. 
There is considerable interest in making and decorating articles which 
have a practical appeal to children. The older children are still in- 
terested in telling a story with crayon, but they are also intensely 
interested in designing and making things. 

In January, water color is introduced to the sixth grades as an 
added media. 

At the junior high school level there are again definitely marked 
changes in the art interests of most pupils. They like to discover how 
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the composition of a picture is organized in terms of line, dark and 
light masses, and color harmony. There is more interest in craft work 
than in illustrative work at this level. 


Vocational interest in art is present among the students in the 
senior high school. They are interested in technical training and like 
to undertake projects which will develop their skill in drawing the 
human figure, in creating original decorative patterns and in lettering. 

Pencil, crayon, pastel, tempera and water color paint, ceramics, 
block-printing and silk-screen painting are media used in the senior 
high school. 


Report of Mrs. Constance J. Dobie 
Special Class Teacher 


The Millbury Special Class was organized in March of 1955, with 
six pupils, in order to give specialized and individual training to 
mentally handicapped children. 

This year we have twelve chldren, each of whom requires personal- 
ized teaching. 


Psychological tests were completed in May of this year rather than 
October as in other years, so that the test results could be evaluated 
for reference at the beginning of the school year. 


All are progressing well and are, on the whole, socially well ad- 
justed. The older pupils are remarkable in their concern for and their 
consideration of the younger ones and it is to the credit of all the 
children and their home life that there is almost no discipline problem 
in this class. 


On the contrary, the congenial atmosphere and the affection of each 
pupil for the others is heart-warming. 

Surely, of all teachers, the work of the Special Class teacher is the 
most rewarding. 


Report of Richard E. Church, M.D. 
School Physician 


The health of the pupils in the schools continues to be satisfactory 
as determined by physical examination. The usual grades and all those 
engaging in high school athletics are being examined. In addition, 
special vision and hearing tests are conducted by the school nurse. 

Signs of improper eating habits and of overeating, so prevalent in 
the adult population, begin to appear in the upper grades. Otherwise, 
physical conditions found appear to be under adequate treatment. 


Report of Miss Anna B. Callahan, R.N. 
School Nurse 


The annual health examinations were started early in September 
and continued until finished. The most common defects, as usual, are 
carious teeth and enlarged or infected tonsils. In November, many 
pupils, especially the first graders, developed the mumps. In addition 
to this, we have had a few cases of scarlet fever and measles. 

Mrs. Mercedes Gagliardi, R.N., assisted with the vision tests, The 
hearing tests will be given at a later date. Upon completion of these 
examinations, notices are sent to the parents of the pupils needing 
attention. I find the Millbury parents most cooperative and that they 
attend to the health problems immediately. 
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The Board of Health held a vaccination clinic in April and 75 chil-— 
dren were vaccinated at that time. 

The Worcester County Health Association sponsored the Mantoux 
tests for TB which were given to 1,785 school pupils and employees. 
We were able to detect one active case of TB through these tests. The 
student was hospitalized immediately, which gave her a much better 
chance for complete recovery and an earlier return to normal life. Due 
to this case we repeated the tests again in April for the students in 
her class. Any positive reactions were followed by chest x-rays, thus 
giving us a complete assurance of the condition of the health of this 
younger group. I am happy to report that no additional cascs were 
found. 

At this time I wish to thank the parents and teachers for their fine 
cooperation,

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Report of School Building Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


Bids for construction of the new twenty-room junior high school, 
along with additions to the present high school, were opened on July 
3, 1960. Bids were received as follows:

The contract for construction of this project was awarded to the 
lowest bidder, Neri Construction Co., Inc., of Millbury, Mass. The 
total appropriation for architectural fees, building construction, site 
development and equipment was $980,000. 


Construction, under the supervision of O. E. Nault and Sons, 
architectural firm of Worcester, has been progressing rapidly and, at 
the writing of this report, should be completed by September 1961. 
Certain obstacles—namely, a terrific amount of ledge removal—have 
constituted a hindrance to smooth operations on the project. However, 
the Neri Construction Co. has done a splendid job in overcoming these 
obstacles and, at the present time, work is progressing on a very Satis- 
factory basis. With the coming of spring, we think work toward com- 
pletion should progress very rapidly. 

The Building Committee has received invaluable assistance from 
all town departments during the initial stages of the planning and 
construction of this project. We wish to thank all town departments, 
and especially Mr. White, Town Treasurer; Mr. Gover, Highway Sur- 
veyor; Mr. Horne, Fire Chief; and the Board of Selectmen for the 
wonderful cooperation extended the committee. 


Notices of scheduled meetings of the Building Committee are 
posted in the office of the Town Clerk and are usually held on the first 
and third Mondays of the month. These meetings, which are held at 
the Memorial High School, are open to interested townspeople at all 
times.
